Cost of Panama Canal 
To construct the Panam a Canal including current 
appropriations, has cost the U nited S tates $353’,559,- 
049.69 of which am ount $12,000,000 w as for fortifica­ 
tions. 
The total appropriations- for the great w ater­ 
way was $374,000,000. These figures are taken from 
the annual report of Colonel George W. Goethals, 
Governor of the Zone, subm itted to Secretary Gar­ 
rison. 
The report tells of the canal builders’ battle against 
tricky earth slides, of the establishm ent of the per­ 
m anent form of government irfthe Zone, with Colonel 
Goethals as Governor, of the beginning of the work 
on fortifications to guard the great w aterw ay against 
invasion, w hile imposing rows of figures tell of the 
cost of details iu the canal’s construction and main­ 
tenance. 
“W ork was continued during the year on the gun 
and m ortar batteries,” the report states, “and by 
the close of the year the concrete w ork was prac­ 
tically completed, as well as the g reater portion of 
the back fill. 
On July I, 1913, the construction of 
redoubts in accordance w ith plans prepared by a 
board appointed for the purpose and approval by the 
Secretary of W ar was undertaken, and they were 
completed, as well as the clearing necessary in con­ 
nection w ith them .” 
The continued earth slides th at checked the pro­ 
gress of the canal builders is described a t length. 
The total am ount of material rem oved in the dry 
from Culebra cut,” the report states, “from the be­ 
ginning of American operations to June 15, 1914, ag­ 
gregated 110,261.883 cubic yards, a t a division cost 
of $0.7066 per cubic yard. 
Of this am ount 25,206,100 
cubic yards w ere removed because of slides, or 22.86 
per cent.” 
Describing the demolition of Gamboa dike as one 
oi the final steps in the canal’s completion, the re­ 
port relates th at “with the exception of a small 
pocket slide in the vicinity of Cascades, the adm is­ 
sion of w ater to the cut has thus far had no bad 
effects; nor has there been any perceptible tendency 
of the presence of w ater to produce slides.” 
The canal’s giant locks and dam s staunchly with­ 
stood earthquake shocks which’ wrere more violent 
and num erous during the last year than in any since 
American occupation. 
Eighty-seven distinct shocks 
were recorded a t 
Ancon. 
“Practically 
all 
tile 
shocks,” Hie report states “seem ed to orginate in 
the vicinity of the lower coast of Los Santos province 
approxim ately 115 railes southw est of Ancon. 
The 
most violent shocks occurred O ctober 3, 1913, and 
May 28, 1914. The shock of May 28th resulted in 
slight dam age to the new adm inistration building 
then in course of erection at Balboa Heights, but 
with this exception the canal works suffered no 
damage from these shocks.” 
As the construction of the canal proceeded to the 
point w here a date was set for the adm ission of the 
first ship, the population of the zone steadily de­ 
creased. 
On June 30, 1914, the force employed on 
the canal w as 29,673, compared w ith 43,350 at the 
close of the previous fiscal year. “Accompanying the 
decrease,” the report states, “there was a large 
em igration from the isthmus, and for the first time 
since the work was started there w as an excess of 
departures over arrivals of about 15,000.”

Paying Its Indebtedness 
The Federal Sugar Refining Company last week 
paid off, with cash, the balance of its 5 per cent 
tbree-year notes dated November I, 1911. The amount 
taken up aggregated $1,668,000 the sum being slight­ 
ly smaller than th a t announced recently owing to 
the fact th at a num ber of noteholders appeared at 
the last moment and requested an extension instead 
of cash redem ption. 
The original 
issue 
of 
these 
notes was $2,500 OOO but some $113,000 have been 
bought up in the m arket and cancelled and the 
balance of $719,000 have been taken up with new 
three-year 5 per cent notes dated May I, 1914. In con­ 
nection with the payment, an official of the Federal 
Company said: 
“The fact th a t we are paying out not far from 
$1,700,000 in cash in these days of war-time strin­ 
gency bas caused considerable comment, but we had 
a good season on the whole and could see no reason 
why we should ask our noteholders for an exten­ 
sion instead of taking up the notes. 
We know, of 
course, that since the war started several im portant 
railroads and indutrials and one large public utility 
concern have asked the holders of their obligations 
to call later, but conditions with us have been more 
favorable. 
As far as I know, our paym ent is the 
only current instance where an obligation of any 
moment ie being redeemed in cash.”

Commission in the recent hearing of 
the railroads when they asked for a 5 
per cent increase.
